portunity and occasion almost demanded a 
great and brilliant state wadding, the affair,

The day at tho mansion 
was a comparatively quiet one, when the 
importance of its closing event« is con­ 
sidered. 
Of course there was considerable 
stir and activity and excitement on tho 
part of those upon whom devolved the 
duties of final preparation for the wedding, 
but it is safe to say the president, although 
quite as active and industrious as any 
around the mansion, was tho least excited 
of any.

Edu catio n is o btained 
u po n a ho p-skip-and-ju mp plan. 
Time 
is mo ney ; fo u r o r six y ears spent in 
scho o l and co lleg e is a waste o f bo th. 
Ho w can a co lleg e-co u rse co mpensate fo r 
su ch a lo ss? 
In reply it mu st su ffice to say that, if 
bu siness su ccess depends u po n intelli­ 
g ence, which no o ne will deny , tlien the 
time spent in fu lly dev elo ping o ne’s in­ 
tellig ence can hardly be a waste, ev en as 
reg ards bu siness su ccess alo ne. In this 
ag e o f pu sh and strife men need so me­ 
thing mo re than mere phy sical-fo rce to 
su cceed in any department o f hu man 
energ y ; and, o ther thing s being equ al, 
tho se are su re to co me o u t best who hav e 
the ability to think carefu lly , co nsecu ­ 
tiv ely , and lo g ically upo n any su bject 
that may demand their attentio n. Men 
fail in business, no t because they do no t 
po ssess energ y o r ^industry , 
bu t simply 
fro m inability , when a co mplicated bu s­ 
iness 
pro po sitio n presents 
itself, to 
analy ze and weig h co nditio ns and draw 
lo g ical co nclusio ns. Tru e, mu ltitu des o f 
u nedu cated men are su ccessfu l, 
u the 
larg e majo rity o f su ccessfu l bu siness men 
(o v er 85 per cent.) are edu cated. 
A 
liberal edu catio n is a pretty su re g u aran­ 
tee o f success in life. 
The man canno t 
be fo und who receiv ed the cu ltu re and 
discipline o f a co lleg e co u rse who no w 
reg rets that he spent the time in that 
way ; bu t tho usands may be fo u nd who 
no w bitterly reg ret that they threw away 
the chance o f g o ing thro u g h co lleg e 
There are hu ndreds o f men ambitio u s, 
deserv ing , and capable o f taking a hig h 
po sitio n po litically o r pro fessio nally , 
that they lack the o ne thing needfu l— 
the mental training and cu ltu re that o nly 
a co lleg e educatio n can g iv e. 
This want 
they co nsider the mo st serio u s misfo rtu ne 
o f their liv es. 
Bu t it may be asked: 
What shall we 
do fo r machines and labo rers if all the 
y o uth are liberally educated? There is 
no dang er that a dispro po rtio nate part 
o f 
the peo ple will ev er be to o hig hly educat­ 
ed. 
“ The po o r y e hav e alway s with 
y o u ;“ 
and the same, unfo rtunately , will 
ev er be true, as reg ards the ig no rant. It 
will be time to lament upo n the wo rk o f 
uneducated labo r when there is a scarci­ 
ty o f that kind o f talent in the market. 
Certainly educated talent is no t no w a 
drug in the market, no r is unskilled 
] abo r at a premium. Ho w many citizens o f 
Lee co unty hav e a liberal educatio n? 
Ho w many y o ung men fro m Lee co unty 


arc no w pu rsu ing a co lleg e co u rse? Ho w 
many in Lee co u nty beg an planning to 
take a co lleg e co u rse?. The nu mbers will 
be fo u nd to be su rprising ly and lamenta­ 
bly small. 
There is no immediate dan­ 
g er o f o v er-edu catio n in this co u nt}, at 
least. 
There is ev ery indu cement fo r 
parents to fo ster and enco u rag e in their 
ho y s a desire to g o to co lleg e, and when 
the desire is awakened and takes shape, 
let parents do their part, and see them 
thro u g h at all hazards. 
I ho pe the bo y s o f Lee co u nty will co n­ 
sider tho ro u g hly , each fo r himself, the 
matter o f a liberal edu catio n. 
Take a 
g enero u s and hig h-minded v iew o f life, 
bo y s, and no t a mere mercenary o r petty 
o ne. 
Net o u t with the determinatio n to 
hav e a co lleg e edu catio n, and ho ld firm­ 
ly to it. There is no mo re impo rtant 
qu estio n 
affecting 
y o u r fu tu re liv es 
than this qu estio n o f a liberal edu catio n. 
And hav ing o nce fo rmed the reso lu tio n 
t# g o to co lleg e, 
» tick to it, and let no th­ 
ing sho rt o f dire necessity o r sacred du ty 
tempt y o u to g iv e it u p. 
“Stick to y o u r 
reso lu tio n o f g o ing to co lleg e. 
Stick to 
it thro u g h thick and thin. Stick to it 
thro u g h all interru ptio ns and hinder- 
ances. 
Stick to it thro u g ht po v erty and 
debt and sickness and disco u rag ement. 
Stick to it in spite o f siren v o ices calling 
y o u away to immediate self-indu lg ence, 
o r to the ado ptio n o f a scheme o f ex is­ 
tence which may o ffer g littering indu ce­ 
ments to y o u , bu t which will no t per­ 
manently satisfy y o u .”

Mo ral Instructio n, 
Abo v e all else it is desirable to see in­ 
teg rity , mo rality , and liig h aim the nat­ 
u ral o u tg ro wth o f pu blic scho o l instru c­ 
tio n and discipline. 
To co mbat the ev ils o f pro fane and 
v u lg ar lang u ag e, petty thiev ing , ill-u sag e 
o f mates, ly ing , deceptio n, and bad hab­ 
its in g eneral, there is need o f a ju dicio u s 
teacher who can find so me way o f pu tting 
co nfidence in each pu pil, who can ex ­ 
pect fro m each his best behav io r, and 
who can ex pert a stro ng perso nal influ ence 
fo r ho nest and earnest wo rk. 
It is y et to 
be disco v ered that the fau lts o f the child­ 
ren decrease in the ratio o f the amo u nt 
o f lectu ring they receiv e. It is no t mo r­ 
al instru ctio n, bu t mo ral 
tra in in g that 
co u nts. 
If a teacher treats a lie o r an 
o ath as so mething despicable, and pu nish­ 
es firmly with the acco mpaniment o f a 
few wall cho sen wo rds, the heino u sness 
o f the o ffense will be impressed u po n the 
minds o f the children, and he g ains their 
respect fo r so treating it. 
When o ccasio n su g g ests it, the prim- 
ary -seho o l teacher sho u ld no t fail to 
g iv e needed specific instru ctio n abo u t 
what is rig ht and what is wro ng ; bu t as a 
ru le, scho o l pu pils kno w the rig ht fro m 
the wro ng in the abstract. 
They fail in 
the applicaito n o f principles to their o wn 
o ndu ct,so metimes ig no rantly ,mo re o ften 
willfu lly . 
When an inju stice has been 
do ne o ne pu pil by ano ther, and there is 
manifest u nwilling ness to make repara­ 
tio n, it is o ften best to say little o f tha 
matter at the time; bu t later in the day o r 
nex t day so me sto ry o r simple illu stratio n 
may , like the parables o f the Great 
Teacher, liav e far mo re po wer than any 
mo ral lectu re o r co rpo ral pu nishment 
po ssibly co u ld. 
Take fro m the children trashly read­ 
ing , su pply them with g o o d who leso me 
bo o ks and papers, lo o k after their spo rts 
and co nv ersatio n, cu ltiv ate habits o f 
pro mptness and reg u larity , sy stem and 
independence in daily wo rk; secu re a 
lo v e fo r equ ity , tru th and pu rity as ap­ 
plied to scho o l life, and g o o d mo rals will 
be incu lcated witho u t fo rmal lectu res o n 
the su bject. Mo rality is mo re a habit 
than a mo tiv e. 
Vice we say is hated— 
Yet seen to o o ft, familiar with her 
face, 
We first endu re, then pity , then em­ 
brace.—In tellig en ce. 


It Is Well to lltemember. 
That ev ery path hath a pu ddle, 
That the fru it o f su ccess ripens slo wly . 
That he is the richest man who wants 
the least. 
That a millio n do llars will no t bu y a 
ray o f su nshine. 
That the g reatest o f fau lts is to be co n­ 
scio u s o f no ne.

o nstratio ns, sharp practice;—if secret v io ­ 
latio n o f law and o rder receiv es the ap­ 
pro v al o f the scho o l pu blic, and the pu ­ 
pils co nspire to keep all pro per kno wl­ 
edg e o f wro ng -do ing fro m the teacher’s 
ear, g o o d g o v ernment is impo ssible. 
A 
teacher may fo llo w a pu pil all o v er a 
co u nty in o rder to find o u t his sins, and 
su cceed in his attempt, bu t, u nless be has 
the appro v al o f the scho o l o n his side, he 
wo u ld hav e do ne better to liav e staid at 
ho me. 
No thing chastises a scho lar as 
with a whip o f sco rpio ns, like the secret 
co ntempt o f his fello ws. 
Pu pils hav e a keen sense o f rig ht and 
wro ng , and the teacher who can g et them 
to adv o cate *what is rig ht, and co ndemn 
what is wro ng , can g et them to fo llo w him 
ju st so lo ng as he can co nv ince them he 
is rig ht. 
Bu t let him lo o k o u t! When 
the critical ju dg ment o f all his scho o l 
co ndemns any co u rse he may take—his 
leadership is at an end. 
llappy the 
teacher who is infallible in the ey es o f 
his pu pils! They swear by him: 
“Its so , 
the teacher said so .” * Bu t let him be 
cau g ht in act o r sentence that is no t g en­ 
u ine, and Lu cifer has fallen fro m his 
thro ne! In their ey es he is no mo re an 
ang el, bu t a dev il. 
They ’ll hav e him 
o u t, and lie had better g o . 
Pu pils will 
fo rg iv e mistakes in ju dg ment when co n­ 
fessed, h u t mista kes in in ten tio n , 
nev er 
There is no reg ard so hig h as that sho wn 
by co nscientio u s scho lars in a tru sted and 
respected teacher; bu t there is no co n­ 
demnatio n so eternal as that o f g o o d stu ­ 
dents to ward an u ntru stwo rthy teacher!
